A decision handed down by the IIIi- 
noils Supreme court means a loss of millions 
of dollars to the telephone corporation and 
corresponding benefits to the city and tele- 
phone users.

The company no longer may charge tolls for points 
within the city Ums, such as Rogers Park, 
Irving Park, Austin, Englewood, South Chicago, 
und other outlying suburbs. 

Instead of the impudent concessions "’ offered by 
the company a few dase ago in exchange for a 
new twenty year franchise, it must make a re- 
duction of $50 a year at once on unlimited service 
for business telephones in the territory bounded 
by North avenue, Western avenue, Thirty-ninth 
street, and the lake, making the rate $125, in- 
stead of $176. 

That a corresponding reduction must be made for 
telephone service outside of that district, the rate 
in no case to exceed §25 a mile for each additional 
mile of territory within the present city limits. 

That hundreds of new sults will be brought by sub- 
scribers not included in the present list of plain- 
tiffs for rebates.

BY QUAKE AND TIDAL WAVE. 


Further Details of Disaster Which 
Swept Coasts of Colombia and Ec- 
uador on Jan. 31. 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Feb. 15.—Three 
hundred persons perished by the destruction 
of the Colombian towns of Mosquera, 
Juan, and Domingortz dy the earthquake 
and tidal wave of Jan. 31. 

The town of Esmeralda was badly dam- 
aged. The barracks and boys’ school col- 
lapsed. 

The towns of La Tola. Antioquie, Barba- 
coas, Popayan, Tuquerres, Manizales, and 
Pereira were badly damaged. 

Most of the people in all the towne in the 
provinces of Esmeraldas and Manabi, espe- 
elally Rio Verde, Camarones, Le Tole, Li- 
mones, Borbon, and Pinguagi, are homeless. 

In the nedghborhood of Port Limones four 
small islands disappeared. The islands were 
inhabited by fishermen, who escaped fn small 
boats, in which they were at sea for three 
days until the water became sufficiently 
calm to enable them to reach the mainiand, 

The city of Eameraldas was nearly inun- 
dated by a tidal wave which entered the 
port, figoding the principal streets. All the 
inhabitants ran for the mountains in the 
neighborhood.

and none of such persons, neither the presi- 
dent, vice president, nor any of the officers of 
said corporation has any practical experience 
in the running of such a corporation, and that 
the apts and doings of these persons already 
have imperiled, and daily imperil, the intereste 
of all the stockholders. 

The ‘petitioner pointe out that solvent 
stockholders who have not paid for stock 
can be made to pay for it through civil pro- 
ceedings instituted by the receiver under 


“that the other drafts heretofore mentioned 
can be recovered, and the property of said 
corporation conserved, and that if a receiver 
be not appointed for the corporation it will 
be wrecked. by the president, vice president, 
and other officers.” 

Liability of Stockholders, 

An. the stockholders are liable to lose the 
amidunt of money invested in the capital 
stock, unless a receiver 6. appointed, the 
complainant declares, and other persons 
doing business with the bank also will suffer. 


| The bank is stigmatized as having been for 
some weeks a fraud upon the community 


by reason of its being allowed to remain under 
the management in control. 

The allegation. is made that in divers other 
manners the funds and property of the bank 
have been dissipated and lost, and that great 
losses are ensuing and will ensue by reason of 
the management. 

It ig held that the amount of money bor- 
rowed by Smith, Sorrow, and the Creelmans 
is greatly in exoess of 10 per cent of the 
capital stock of the corporation, that dis- 
counts made by the Creelmans with the 
bank are not discounts or drafts against 
existing values, but are only “sham, fic- 
titious values and mere é¢xpedients and 
schemes through and by which the Creel- 
mana may borrow large sums from the cor- 
poration.” 

According to the petition, the bank is not 
managed by a board of directors as contem- 
plated by the statute. The majority of the 
directors is called a “ mere sham,” and the 
majority of the members mere dummies 


put into power by Smith and Sorrow.” It ig 
| alleged that the last named men have con- 


trolfed the board absolutely and to such an 
extent that the directors abdicated in favor 
of the president and vicé president, turning 
‘over to them the entire management and 
affairs of the corporation. . 


Two Officials Accused. 

One paragraph of the petition, in relation 
to the president and vice president, says: 

They have done as they. pleased with the 
bank, loaned ite money as they pleased, and 
taken whatever security therefor they chose 
to take; that in thie manner F. E. Creelman 
and ,various other parties obtained large 


| sums of money from the corporation greatly 


in excess of what should be loaned. 

“Thereby the affairs of the corporation 

have been embarrassed and rendered unsta- 
bie, so that your orator charges that it can- 
not proceed to do business long in any 
event.“ 
In the specific praker for a receivership the 
Pte asks that the stockholders. who 
owe for their stock be compelled to pay for 
the same; that the Creeimans, President | 
Smith, and Vice President Sorrow be com- 
pelled to return the moneys which they have 
abstracted from the treasury. 

The formal demand is thade that “Abner 
Smith, Ferdinand W. Peck, G. F. Sorrow, F. 
N. Creelman, W. J. Morphy, F. M. Savage, 
Alexander Harris, Frank Billings, aniel D.

Darrow’s Statement of the Trouble.

“So far as the depositors are concerned, 
there is no question about the bank paying in 
full and.soon. About 40 per cent of the de- 
posits are now ‘on hend intact, and enough 
good paper is now in the possession of the 
bank to make them good. 


Will Pay Savings Depositors. 


“There were about five or six hundred 
savings depositors, whose aggregate savings 
deposits amount to §25,000. These people 
are mainly working people, and many of 
them canndt afford the embarrassment of 
waiting. So far as these are concerned, I 
have made arrangements to take up all of 
their accounts at once. * 

“Every savings depositor can have the 
full amount’of his savings deposit by bring - 
ing his book to me at my office, 1202 Ashland 
block, and transferring the account to me. 

“The stock will depend upon what luck 
the bank has in Nquidating the Creelman 
line. He has given positive assurances that 


this line will be made good; if so there will 
be little loss. But it is impossible at this 
time to ascertaih what that result will be.“ 


Abner Smith in a Daze. 


To his stately old residence at 15 Aldine 
square, ex-Judge Smith went late at night 
like a man ddzed. He received a reporter 
for Tun TRIBUN®E in his library with a weary | 
mile. A copy of the petition presented to 
Judge Chytraus was in his hand. 

„The people will think I am a robber when 
this thing becomes public,“ he said. Falone 
appear to be to blame, if the petition is to be 
taken into account. I am the president of 
the bank, and he is usually the man whois 
blamed. I know of somebody else whem I 
can blame, put I don’t care to use his name. 

„It should be remembered that this peti- 
tion is a one sided statement. I had no 
thought of injuring anybody.

There was nothing of the 
kind. 

Saw Creelman but Twice 

„1 don't know that I ever saw Creelman 
more than a couple of times in my lite. 
Shortly before the bank was started I visited 
him in his office in the Rallway Exchange 
building. Mr. Sorrow went with me. Mr. 
Creelman. bough $50,000 worth of stock and 


paid for it. 
„I cannot give any figures now as to what 


able to pay 100 cents on the dollar without 
outside assistance. 

The charges against me,“ he stated, are 
more og less the outcome of stories floated in 
the south in connection with the bankruptcy 
of the John M. Smith Lumber company. 
They were false and will be proven so, but 
they led up to the present conditions here. 

“To be brief, the Bank of America can 
lose no more than $15,000 on any loans they 
have made me, and they may be cleared up 
by the forfeiture of my $50,000 of stock which 
I have kept clear and am ready to hand 
over any time it is requested. My total in- 
debtedness to the bank consists of $37,000 
in loans on commercial paper, or customer’s 
paper as it is called, and $70,000 in loans se- 
cured by bonds. 


Speaks of the Securities. 

“ Of the first sum $22,000 is absolutely se- 
cured, and all of the $7u,000 is perfectly safe, 
Forty thousand dollars is secured by bonds 
which were upon the Louisiana property of 
our company when it came into our posses- 
gion, and the other $30,000 is covered. by high 
giade, first class bonds, for which 1 myself 
paid that exact amount. They aré absolute- 
ly good at ‘any bank in thé doutitty-”’ 

“The charges that {was fo be-allowed to 
overdraw my account $150,000 at any time I 
saw fit are untrue in every detail. Every 
cent I drew from the. bank was in the form of. 
loans covered in a way that would be accept- 
able from almost any large customer. There 
was a risk on $15,000, but that may still prove 
to be good to.some extent, so far as I know. 

In regard to my persondll relations with 
the bank, I had no active. connéction since 
it was started and have but slight personal 
knowledge of how its affairs were conduoted, 
as I attended but one meeting of the di- 
rectors. Still, I believe ite managenient was 
strong.“ 

Mr. Creelman took the announcement of 
the bank's failure and of the accusations 
brought against him with a calm manner, 
declaring that he had lost $100,000 in the 
Smith company’s bankruptcy and that crit- 
icism against him at that time had hardened 
him to personal abuse. 


Opened Its Doors on Dec: 4. 

The Bank of America was one of the num- 
ber of new state banks organized in Chicago 
within the last year. It opened for business 
on Dec. 4, and before the end of that month 
had begun doing business in a way that 
caused the clearing house banks to refuse to 
deal with it. 

The checks of a bank in such a position 
will not be honored by any of the members, 
but must be presented at the bank’s own 
counter for payment. When the clearing 
house banks got an inkling of the condition 
of the Bank of America the state auditor 
had an examiner look into its affairs The 
institution was notified at ono that certairz, 
loans must be liquidated, and after that the 
institution had hard sledding. 

The condition of the bank on Jan. 29, as 
reported to the state auditor, showed de- 
posite of $292,407 and cash resources amount- 
ing to $95,473. It is this showing that leads 
bankers to believe there will be no loss to de- 
poaitors. And as it is not affiliated with other 
Chicago banks no serious result can follow its 
going out of business.

Troubles of Bank of America Said to Be 
Due in Part to Difficulties of | 
Lumber Firms. ö 


The troubles of the Bank of America lead 
anevitably to the Creelmans and they in turn 
to the lumber difficulties in the south, When 
the John M. Smith Lumber company of 
Nashville. went into bankruptcy ite prest- 
dent,’ John M. Smith, issued a statement in 
which he declared that the proceeding» had 
been instituted at the instigation of himself 
and the board of directors of the company, 
acting on information to the éffect that some- 


| thing was wrong with the company. 


He asserted that the assete of the com- 
pany were 000, and that {ts genuine Ha- 
bilitiee were about $80,000, in addition to 
which it had been discovered that there were 
outstanding what purported to be notes of 
the company amounting to between $250,000 
and $800,000. He declared that they had 
been fesued without the warrant of the com- 
pany and that the first knoWledge he had 
of their existence came when they began to 
fall due. 

Notes Held by the Bank. 

Practically all of them, he said, had been 
discounted by the F. E. Creelman Lumber 
and Manufacturing company, New Orleans; 
F. M. Creelman, Chicago; F. E. Creelman 
Lumber company, Cairo; and the Florida 
Lumber company of Montgomery, Ala. A 
later statement declared that a large num- 
ber of these notes were held by the Bank of 
America, Chicago, in which F. E. Creelman 
was a director. = 
‘The lumber company, whose notes are de- 
clared to play a prominent part in the fall- 
ure of the bank, began business June 15 last 
year with $90,000 of ite authorized stock paid 
in, controlled by John M. SmitA, and Per- 
kine and Pettibone, Louleville lumbermen. In 
September, F. M. Creelman is said to have 
acquired a controlling interest and to have 
sent to Nashville to represent his interests 
W. G. Ramshaw, formerly with the Heath- 
Witbeck company of Chicago. Ramshaw 
was elected treasurer of the company. 

Still later F. B. McMullen, saidalso to have 
been allied with the Creelman inferests, wen: 
to Nashville and was elected vice president 
of the company. Then Mr. Smith sold some 
of his stock and practically withdrew from 
the operation of the business, leaving it to 


‘the men Who had been sent down from Chi- 


Much Paper Is Outstanding. 

Since the fallure’of the’ company Smith has 
stated that about three weeks ago he became 
convinced there was something wrong with 
the management, and on investigation dis- 
covered there was a volume.of paper out- 
standing against the firm bearing the signa- 
ture of Ramshaw as treasurer, the notes 
ranging on face value from $600 to $5,000, and 
due in from ninety daysto four months, pay- 
able among other places at New Orieans, 
Chicago, Cairo, and Defiance, O. 

He says it was discovered that the notes 
bad been discounted at various banks by 
the F. E. Creelman Lumber and Manufac- 
turing company of New Orleans, F. M. Creel- 
man of Chicago, the F E. Creelman company 
of Cairo, and the Florida Lumber company. 
It was found that the notes were then falling 
due at the rate of several thousand dollars 
a day. 

Bankruptcy Action Started. 

As soon as these discoveries had been made 
Mr. Smith called up F. M. Creelman in Chi- 
cago and asked him to come down and 
straighten the matter out. Mr. Creelman 
sent down McMullen inatead. The two men 
were unable to agree, and Smith afterwards 
laid the matter before some of the creditors 
of the company, the involuntary bankruptcy 
proceedings resulting. 

F. E. Creelman is said to have announced 
six months ago that he hadin prospect the 
formation of a consolidation of lumber in- 
terests. Part of this scheme is thought to 
have been represented by the F. E. Creelman 
Lumber and Manufacturing company of New 
Orleans, which opened head offices in the 
Hibernia Bank building in that city two 
months ago. 

This corporation began to absorb other 
lumber companies, one of the most recent 
having been the Krotz Manufacturing com- 
pany of Meliville, La., a concern having two 
large Sawmills and 44,000 acres of hardwood 
and pine on which a valuation of $600,000 was 
placed, and having a big mill and over 
8,000,000 feet of lumber at Evergreen, Ala., 
another plant and much timber at Andalusia, 
Ala., and another plant at Plaquemine, La.

“ The dance halls do infinitely more harm 
than the regular saloon, ever those in which 
women congregate in violation of the law. 
I havé seen myself instances of young girls 
drinking in dance halle. These young girls 
are allowed to mingle with women of bad rep- 
utation. They are plied with liquor by the | 
men who have onthem. Then they 
are enticed to the disreputable hotel, which 
nearly always is run near a dance hall. 

We must look after the root of the social 
evil before we make such strenuous efforts to 
eradicate it after it is fatinting itself. There 
is no use pleading that these places are re- 
spectable. No pubiic dance hall can be so. 
The shutting of them up might work a little 
inconvenience to some good societies, but, on 
the other hand, where so much good can be 
accomplished, I do mot think any public 
spirited citizen would object in a great meas- 
ure. Here is a specific thing that we must 
get at. There is on straight road. Let us 


take it. : 
Permits Easy to Secyre. 

The permits for dance hall bars, over which 
a fight will be carried to the floor of the city 
council soon, are issued at a special window 
in the city clerk’s office. Applicants are di- 
rected first to the city collector’s office, where 
they secure application blanks for presen- 
tation to the inspector of the police divisions 
in which the dance halls are situated. These 
applications are left to the license officers, 
who are detailed at every station, He inves- 
tigates, or is supposed to investigate, the 
character of the club desiring to give a dance 
and run a bar, and reports to his captain or 
inspector. 

The reports for the worst dance halls in the 
city invariably run this way: 

I have investigated the club in application 
for bar permit on —— night, and I see no rea- 
son why this permit should not be granted.“ 


Small Revenue for City. 4 


This is signed by the license officer. The 
captain signs it as a matter of formality, and 
the application is taken back to the city hall. 

The clerk in the city collector's office then, 
makes the applicant furnish a dramshop | 
bond, in which the signers agree “ to pay all 
damages to any person or persons which they 
may sustain, either in person or property or 
means of support, by reason of said license, 
by selling or giving away intoxicating 
liquors.” 

With these formalities out of the way, the 
permit is granted by the city clerk for $2.50. 
At least 150 of these permits are issued every 
week. For $375 a week the city is making 
criminals, vicious characters, and immoral 
women by the score for the police to look 
after. For each of these dances two police- 
men must be provided, taking at least 200 
policemen off beat. 5

CUBA’S GIFT ARRIVES ALL SAFE: 


Pear! Necklace for Alice Roosevelt Not 
Tampered With—Scare Caused by 
Crack in Wax Seal. 


New York, Feb. 16.—{Special.]—Cuba’s 
wedding present to Miss Alice Roosevelt, a 
splendid pearl necklace, costing about $25,000 
and manufactured by a firm of Parisian 
jewelers, arrived today aboard the liner Ma- 
jestic in charge of the purser, H. McElroy, 
who had received it from a representative of 
the American Express company at Liverpool 
for transportation to this city. 

The package containing the necklace was 
bound with a cord and sealed with six wax 
sealg. The seal on one corner was slightly 
cracked and the cord a bit loose when the 
package was handed over to Customs In- 

tor Moore just after the liner docked. 

According to the bill of lading the weight 
of the package when it was shipped was six 
pounds one and one-half ounces. It was put 
on a palr of scales used on the pier for 
weighing bulky material and apparently 
welghed one-half pound less than the 
bill of lading called for. Inspector Moore’s 
suspicion that. the package had been tam- 
pered with grew.

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HALTS CARSNEAR SCHOOLS 


DR. DOTY WILL ASK ORDINANCE 
OF YEAR AGO BE REPASSED. 


—— 


Mayor's Superintendent Will Ask the 
City Council Again to Approve the 
Measure, Which Was Omitted from 
New City Code — Says Action Ia 
Necessary for Protection of Chil- 
dren — Table Showing Number of 
Passengers Compelled te Stand. 


Dr. M. F. Doty, Mayor Dunne's superin- 
tendent of transportation, will reintroduce 
at the next council meeting the ordinance to 
regulate the speed of street cars in the vi- 
cinity of schools, which was omitted from 
the new city code. Dr. Doty has examined 
the ordinance, which was passed by the coun- 
eil a year ago, and he will have another copy 
made for presentation to the city council. 

That ordinance provided that, wherever a 
street car runs within 250 feet of any school- 
house, its speed shall not be more than five 
miles an hour between 8:30 and 9:15 o’clock 
in the morning, 11 o'clock and 1:45 o’clock in 
the Afternoon, and 3:30 and 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon on each school day. A penalty of 
from $10 to $25 for the first violation of the 
ordinance and $25 to $100 for subsequent vio- 
lations is provided. 

„ do not understand how this ordinance 
was omitted from the code.“ Dr. Doty de- 
clared yesterday. It te neoésesary for the 
safety of the school children, and I shall ask 
that it be repassed by the council at once.“ 


Prepares “Standing Room” Table. 

Dr. Doty now is preparing a complete table 
showing the number of passengers who are 
forced to stand in the street cars leaving the 
downtown district between 6:30 and 6:30 
o'clock each evening. 

In that one hour, the policemen who are 
inspecting the lines reported, at least 16,- 
938 passengers are compelled to stand while 
riding the surface cars and 8,727 in the ele- 
vated cars, a total of 25,695. To provide 
standing room for all the passengers Dr. 
Doty estimates that the companies will re- 
quite 600 more cars, or 1,200 additional] con- 
ductors and motormen to man them, which 
would be an expense approximately of 8,000 
a day. The revenue from the standing pas- 
sengers is $848.40 a day for the one hour.

Any of His Debts, but Is Trying to 
Effect a Settlement with Creditors. 


PARIS, Feb. 15.—The financial négotia- 
tions in the Castellane case do not relate to 
Count Boni’s allowance after separation 
from his wife, formerly Anna Gould of New 
York, as he has simplified this branch by 
stating that he does not expect a large 
amount. The count’s announcement was 
made to one of the lawyers of the countess. 
It was most emphatic and is substantially in 
the following terms: 

I declare to you, and I swear to the exact- 
mess of my declaration; that I not only do 
not demand but that I will not accept any 
sum beyond that small amount which con- 
stituted my income before my marriage.“ 

The count thus disposed of the statement 
to the effect tuat he contemptuously refused 
$40,000. a year on the ground that ſt was not 
sufficient for his pocket money. 

May Pay Boni’s Debts, 

The attitude of the count leaves the law- 
vers of the countess to consider only his out- 
standing indebtedness, which reaches an 
enormous, sum. The Castellane marriage 
contract gives the countess her separate in- 
come not subject to claims for the debts of 


| her husband. This contract insures the pro- 


tection of the countess’ fortune against being 
absorbed in the present controversy, and also 
prevents the count’s creditors from taking 
legal action against the countess. At the 
same time, she does not appear disposed to 
exact the strict letter of the contract, and 
the financial negotiations are for the pur- 
pcse of making some arrangement for a com- 
promise with the count’s creditors. 


Countess Still Hesitates. 

Although the lawyers expect the case to 
proceed to an early decree they recognize 
that a slight element of indecision remains 
on the part of the countess, due to her con- 
tinued feeling towards her husband and her 
repugnance to involving her family in a scan- 
dal 


The court has made a second ineffectual 
attempt to bring aboutareconciliation. The 
next step will be the service of a writ upon 
the defendant, but the clerk of the court has 
not yet received orders to serve the docu- 
ment.

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CHINESE IN NEW OUTRAGE 


FOREIGN MISSIONS AT NGANKING 
ATTACKED—NO LIVES LOST. 
Marked Anti-Foreignism Displayed by 
Provincial Viceroys Believed to 
Have Approval of Government at 
Peking—Efforts Being Made to Ne- 
cover Privileges Held by Western- 
ers at Treaty Port—Japan Sees a 

Chance for Grab in War Scare. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—The correspondent at 
reer pang of the Standard telegraphs as fol- 
Ows: 

“ News has reached here of another attack 
on a foreign mission at Nganking, province of 
Nganhwel, on the left bank of the Yangtse- 
kiang river. No loss of life is reported. 

“ Yesterday an attempt was made here by 
a trusted Chinese servant to murder the sec- 
retary of the French municipal cguncil while 
he was asleep. The attempt was frustrated 
and the assailant was arrested. 

Many of the great provincial viceroysare 
displaying a marked antl-foreigu attitude, 
which they hardly would dare so openly to 
assume unless they thought that Peking ap- 
proved their conduct. In the foreign settle- 
ments of treaty ports efforte dre being made 
quietly to recover privileges granted to for- 
eigners. 

Japan Is Not Disturbed. 

In some quarters Japan is believed to view 
the possibility of armed intervention being 
necessary: with equanimity, since it would 
provide her with occasion to obtain from 
China what she failed to exact from Russia. 

In Shanghai two additional companies of 
volunteers are being raised. It is reported 
that the municipal counci! favors strength- 
ening the Sikh police force by 300 men. Un- 
fortunately it is at this juncture that it has 
been decided to reduce the BPritish China 
squadron.” 

Powers Urged to Warn China.

WIFE WINS TRIPLE VICTORY 
IN TANGLED DIVORCE CONTEST 


Mrs. Barton Sewell No. 1 Is Reinstat- 
ed and Divorced Again in Same De- 
cision—Gets Big Alimony. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Feb. 15.— [Special. It 
leaked out today through Edgar J. Pershing. 
attorney for Mrs. Barton Sewell No, 1, that 
the wife of the millionaire president of the 
American Smelting and Refining company 
has scored a threefold. matrimonial victory in 
the Supreme court of New York. The decree 
was handed down last Saturday. Not only 
has Mrs. Sewell secured the annulment of the 
decree of divorce obtained by Sewell in 
Knoxville, Tenn., about two years ago, but 
she has obtained complete victory over her 
more youthful rival, Mrs. Sewell No. 2. 

In an absolute decree quietly handed down 
in the New York court the judge who tried 
the tangled Sewell case makes the divorced 
Mrs. Sewell No. 1 wife and then divorcee 
again with almost the same stroke of the 
pen. He decided that Sewell obtained his 
divorce from Mrs. Sewell No. 1 illegally, and 
that consequently the union between them 
never has been legally interrupted; that 
when Sewell married Miss Elizabeth Ritchie 
of Montclair, N. J., about one year ago he 
did so illegally. The judge declared this was 
sufficient ground upon which to award a 
divorce to Mrs. Sewell No. 1. * 

The decree places the relationg between 
Sewell and wife No. 1 in the same position 
as when the millionaire got his divorce, the 
only difference being that wife No. 1 is in a 
position to demand alimony, while wife No. 2 
is out of it altogether. Attorneys who acted 
for the first wife tonight declared that as 
long as Mrs, Sewell remains unmarried the 
millionaire must pay her $18,000 a year all- 
mony. 


ASSAILANT STABS PRIEST; 
THEORY OF BLACK HAND PLOT. 


The Rev. Charles Palducek of Free- 
land Alive but Unconscious as Re- 
sult of Murderous Attack. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 15.—The Rev. 
Charles Palducek, pastor of St. John's Slavo- 
nan Catholic church at Freeland, near here, 
wae attacked tonight by an unknown assall- 
ant, who cut the priest’s throat and struck 
bim in the head. Father Palducek 18 still 
alive, but unconscious. 

The priest went to the front door to an- 
wer the bell, his servants being absent. A 
man stepped inside the vestibule and imme- 
diately plunged a knife into his neck. A 
second slash was made at the throat, cut- 
ting it from the other side, and the assail- 
ant struck him a heavy. blow on the fore- 
head, making a deep wound. The priest 
managed to climb the stairs to his room, 
where he was found unconscious. 

The intense excitement among the parish- 
foners causes the authorities to fear that a 
lynching will be attempted if the assailant

Brief Session Brings Appoint- 
ment of Committees to Rep- 
resent Both Sides. 


MITCHELL STATES TERMS. 


Belief Grows There Will Be No 
Strike; Operators and Men 
in Conciliatory Mood. 

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 


New York, Feb. 15.—{Special, |—/There wae 
a spirit of conciliation and peace at the be- 


| ginning of the conference today between the 


operators and the union mine workers, which 
was called for the purpose of formulating 
an agreement to go into effect on April 1. 
when the award of the anthracite strike com- 
mission expires. 

Both sides seemed willing today to go a 
little out of their way to avoid trouble. If 
this attitude continues to prevail the crisis 
will be passed without a strike. | 

The first meeting between the operators 
and the miners lasted only an hour and a 
half and resulted in the miners’ demands 
being réferred to a committee made up of 
seven from each side, who will deliberate on 
the questions and report back to the joint 
conference. The work of the subcommittee 
will probably take several days at least, and 
as their work must be laid before the joint 
conference and probably back to them sev- 
eral times it may be weeks before the final 
action is taken. 

Reporters and all outsiders were barred 
from the meeting today and the members of 
the conference maintained the strictest se- 
erecy after the adjournment in regard to 
what had taken place. In a brief statement. 
which was formally given to the press and 
which had been drawn up by President 
Mitchell for the miners and David for the 
operators, it was carefully stated that the 
miners’ propositions had not been presented 
in detail but that President Mitchell had 
merely outlined in a general way the terms 
desired by the miners. . 

These Are Miners’ Proposals. 

It has been learned that among the pro- 
posala td be submitted are those for an elght 
hour day without any reduction in wages for 
all employés paid by the hour, day. or week; 
a uniform. wage scale in three anthracite dis- 
tricts for different classes of employés: ade- 
quate compensation for dead work per- 
formed by contract miners; reconstruction 
of thé board of conciliation; an increase in 
wages of from 10 to 20 per cent for all com- 
pany men; adoption of a system by which 
coal shall be paid for by weight wherever 
practicable, and recognition of the union. 

The conference was held in room 401 of the 
quarters of the Trunk Line association in 
the Jersey Central building at the foot of 
Liberty street. At the opening of the ses- 
sion the terms of the miners were presented. 
The conference got down to work at 1:30 
o'clock, and at 2:45 adjourned subject to call. 
Every one, when they came out, looked as 
though the meeting had been harmonious. 


Joint Statement Is Issued. 


President Mitchel) of the miners and David 
Wilcox of the operators were appointed a 
committee to prepare the statement for the 
| public. This is the statement: 

There was a full representation of mine 
operating companies and miners. The meet- 
ing was called to order, with Mr Connell in 
the chair. Mr. Mitchell addressed the meet- 
ing, giving in general terms the propositions 
desired by the miners, stating that the same 
had not been entirely formulated in detail. 
After a brief discussion it was concluded 
that the miners and the mine operators 
should each appoint a committee to repre- 
sent them in the future in reference to the 
mattér, the committees to consist of seven 
members each. 

“The following persons were appointed 
to represent the miners: John Mitchell, John 
Fahey, George Hartlein, W. H. Dettrey, John 
P. Gallagher, T. D. Nichols. John T. Demp- 
sey. The following represent the operators: 
Messrs. Baer, Truesdale, Kerr, Wilcox, Wil- 
ams. Thomas, and Cake. | 

“The understanding was that, after the 
committees had terminated their work. they 
should report to the committee of the whole. 
Adjournment was had with the understand- 
ing that the committees would arrange for 
future meetings. 


Does Not Look Like a Strike. 


The operators’ committee adjourned after 
a short session. Chairman Willcox said that 
the committee had decided to do nothing 
until it heard from the miners’ committee. 
This he said. would probably take some days, 
and it might be more than a week before 
the joint committee of fourteen got together. 

Another member of the operators’ commit- 
tee, who has taken an active part in tne 
present movement, sald: 

“Tt does not look like a strike. I do not 
believe that the miners and the operators are 
so far apart that their differences cannot be 
settled.” 

When the conference began those present 
were: W. L. Connell, Frank Pardee, ard 
J. L. Cake, representing individual operatory; 
W. E. Truesdale, president of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad; G. F. 
Baer, president of the Jersey Central;

In addition to the two chancery proceed- 
ings, between 800 and 1,000 telephone sub- 
scribers instituted proceedings in justice 
courts and secured judgments against the 
corporation for excessive rates. 

It is expected that hundreds of subecribers 
who have been paying the illegal rates, but 
who were not represented either in the chah- 
cery proceedings or in the justice courts, will 
bring suit against the telephone company. 
It is estimated that the company ultimately 
will have to pay back excess raes to subscrib- 
ers amounting to nearly $5,000 000. 

It is estimated, further, that the application 
of the decision will reduce the company's 
future revenue by $4,000 a week. 

The yee genes by an arrangement with 
around 6, subscribers has given them the 
benefit of the $125 rate, on their signing. a 
bond to pay the company the $50 a year addi- 
tional in the event of an unfavorable final de- 
cision.

Corporation Counsel Lewis 
expressed similar gratification, but declared 
that all the credit for the victory was due 
rightly to Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Maclay Hoyne, who conducted the litigation 
for the city from the start.

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| Legal Phases in Detail. * 

Tune Supreme court's decision was in the 

case of the people, ex rel. en py eae 
. the Chicago Telephone company. 
The original suit wae filed Chicago on 
Jan. 4, 1999. ‘The company was charged 
with having ‘‘ misused and abused its fran- 
chise by demanding and recéiving unlawful 
rates for telephones and with having unlaw- 
fully executed and misused its license and its 
privilege of. maintaining and operating tele- 
phoue lines in the streets of the qity, and 
exercising its rights therein.“ The court was 
asked to declare the ordinance under 
which the company was working null and 
void on the ground that its privileges had 
been abused. 

A general demurrer to the original bill was 
filed,» Which overruled, and. the people 
elected to stand by the bill and the case was 
taken to the Supreme court to be reviewed. 
The counsel for the appellee ‘argued that a 
quo warranto was not the proper remedy at 
law for the alleged wrongs eomplained of in 
the information, and held that the judgment 
of the Circuit court of Cook county should be 
affirmed. One of the main objects of the 
suit was to forfeit the franchise of the cor- 
poration. 1 

The defendant AE ee was: organized | 
to do general telephone, telegraph, and dis- 
trict telegraph business, with a capital stock 
of 000 which was increased later to $20,- 
000,000. ere. ordinance -provided that the 
company ei pay into the treasury of the 
city of Chicago 8 per cent of its gross re- 
ceipts. It was alleged that the company was 
operated in suburbs which later were made 
a part of the city and that rates were charged 
in excess to those in the city proper.. The 
company assérted that the rate charged was 
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‘for better service. 


Summary of the Opinion. 

In summing up the opinion the court says. 

“ The limitation that the defendant should 
not increase to its present or future sub- 
scribers within the city of Chicago the rates 
for telephone service then established had 
no provision restricting it to the then exlst- 
ing limits of the city. The words of the 
ordinance are clear and not ambiguous and 
apply to all territory within the city of Chi- 
cago’ during the entire period of the grant. 

“The ordinance, having. been. accepted by 
the defendant,. became a contract by which 
both parties were bound, and the territory 
which since has been annexed is within the 
city of Chicago. If the grants had been for 
terms of years under legislative authority 
authorizing them and the terms had extend- 
ed beyond the existence of the corporation 
granting the privileges, there might be 
ground for saying the grants were binding 
upon the city because they had become bind- 
ing contracts under which the defendant 
had veeted contract rights for such terme. 
Where the words are not doubtful the courts 
have no right to annex terms or conditions 
not agreed to by the parties.” 

Rejects Improvements“ Claim. 

After reviewing the claim that improve- 
mente had been made in appliances, a and that 
the increased rate would ineure better serv- 
ice, the court continues: 

“We do not see how it can be said that 
Chicago, by its ordinance, gave the defend- 
ant rights which were not restrained by the 
limitation of the ordinance, and if the de- 
fendant ig using the streets of the eitytot 
Chicago for a kind of telephone service 
which is not within the limitation of the or- 
dinance, it certainly is not within the grant. 

“The facts alleged in the plea, taken in 
connection with charges and information ad- 
mitted or not denied, would not, in our opin- 
ion, warrant the court in declaring a for- 
feiture of the franchise, but so far as the 
information charges the defendant with a 
misuse and abuse of the lioense and privilege 
granted by the ordinance and seeks to oust 
the defendant from the enjoyment of such 
license and privilege, the plea is not a good 
defense, and the court erred in sustaining the 
demurrer. 

“The views we have expressed will be suffi- 
cient for a .@ettlement of all questions in- 
volved in the controversy, for the reason 
that the same principles and rules apply to 
all ot them. The cause will be reversed 
and remanded,”

85 CENT GAS LAW, 


Companies File ee e 
with City Just Ahead of 
Court Decision: 


_AFPFECTSFEBRUARY BILLS 


Rate Applies from ist of Month— 
Old Dispute Remains Un- 
settled. 


The 8 cent gas ordinance passed by the 
city council on Wednesday over Mayor 
Dunne's veto was accepted yesterday by the 
gas companies and is now in force, dating’ 
from Feb. 1. The acceptances: were filed 
with the city clerk and controller at-noon. 


In the light of the mourfiful acquiescence | 


of the companies in the council's terms and 
still more in the light of the Supreme court 
decision upholding the gas regulation act it 
was felt by the friends of the mayor that dae 
ordinance was accepted with a haste that 
was almost indecent. 

They got in just under the wire, said one 
ot the mayor's closest advisers. Now iaat 
the Supreme court has held the gas regula- 
tion act valid the city would not need to make 
a contract with the companies for gas at a 
certain rate. An ordinance could be passed 
fixing the price at a reasonable rate,“ and 
then the companies could accept it or fight 
it. It was lucky for the companies that 
2 got the ordinance through on Weanes- 

y se 

Applies to February Bills. 

It is important for consumers to note that 
the provision that the 85 cent rate shall take 
effect from Feb. 1 is not a part of the ordl- 
nance, but an oral agreement between the 
council committee which investigated the 
gas rates and the representatives ef the com- 
panies. All consumers should see to it that 
they are charged no more than 85 cents a 
thousand cubic feet on the gas used during 
the month of February. 

Another suggestion to consumers is that 
they preserve all their gas bills until the final 
decision on the validity of the 75 cent gag 
ordinance passed by the council several years 
ago. It the law is upheld rebates of all 
moneys paid in excess of the 7p vent rate will 
be due from the companies to those con- 
sumers who can produce receipts. There is a 
provision in the 85 cent ordinance that the 
new rate isnot to conflict with the 75 cent or- 
dinance if upheld by the courts. Just how 
valid this provision itself may prove to be 18 
a question which ultimately may tie the gas 
question up in another pretty tangle. 


Companies File Acceptances. 


THe People’s Gaslight and Coke company, 
the Ogden Gas company, and the Universal 
Gas company were the concerns which filed 
acceptances of the ordinance with the city 
clerk. 

The Ogden company also paid to the con- 
troller a check for $124,191, which was due 
the city as compensation under the terms ‘of 
the ordinance of 1898. The check was signed 
by Preskient Roger T. Sullivan and Secretary 
T. V. Purcell, 

The People’s company delivered to Con- 
troller McGann an acknowledgment releas- 
ing the city from the payment of “ net sums 
due from the city for the lighting of the 
streets.“ This paper was signed by Vice 
President Clarence K. Wooster and Secretary 
L. A. Wiley. The amount of the debt thus 
released is $1,300,000. 

The Universal company signed a release 
of “all sums’ due the company on account 
of moneys deposited with the city.“ The 
amount of this release is $20,000, which is 
the balance of a surety sum deposited with 
the city in connection with the grant of a 
franchise to the company.

Hot Board of Trade Campaign 


Ends in Victory for 1-4 
Cent Commissions. 


EXPECT BROADER TRADES 


Supporters of Change Believe It 


Will Give Better Tone to 
the Market. 


In one of the most bitterly contested strug- 
gies ever held at the board of trade polls the 
much discussed and much amended proposi- 
tion to increase the commission for handling 
trades in grains and other commodities dealt 
in speculatively and otherwise on the ex- 
change was adopted yesterday. 

Sentiment as to the outcome of the balloting 
was divided so evenly that interest was at the 
boiling point all day, and it was not until the 
result was made known—557 votes for and 448 
against—that the supporters felt warranted 
in giving vent to their joy, and the opposers 
considered their struggle to be hopeless. 

The most important provision of the propo- 
sition, which becomes effective March 1, is 
the increase of ½ cent a bushel in the com- 
mission rate, which now stands at 6 of a cent. 
Provision rates are to be raised proportion- 
ately. Those who worked against the move- 
ment believed that the advance would be too 
radical, and would militate against the bust- 
ness of the exchange; but the supporters, 
pointing to the increasing prosperity of other 
exchanges, notably the New York stock and 
cotton exchanges, since the adoption of high- 
er commissions, insisted that the advances on 
the board of trade would broaden the gen- 


eral business to much greater proportions.

The council committee on Mcense will meet 
this afternoon at the call of Chairman Dunn, 
and it is possible that the $1,000 ordinance 
reintroduced by Ald. Lipps at the close of 
the council meeting will come up for discus- 
sion: If it does, it Is likely that the meae- 
ure will be reported back into the council 
at the next meeting, Feb. 26. 

A plan is on foot. however, to postpone 
further agitation of the question until after 
the primartes on Feb. 24. There are several 
aldermen who are on the anxious seat in re- 
gard to their candidacy for reé#lection, and 
it is figured that they will be free to vote ac- 
cording to their convictions if their fears are 
allayed by the outcome of the primaries. 


Would Delay Till After Primaries. 


Ald. Harkin, who is an influential member 
of the committee on license, is in favor. of 

postponing action till after the primaries. 
He proposed in the afternoon that a special 
meeting of the committee be called for Feb. 
20, when the high fee ordinance can be dis- 
‘cussed and reported into the council that 
evening. Under the council rule the or- 
dinance then may come up for passage at 
the next meeting, which probably will be on 
March 5. 

Every effort of the high license advocates. 
in the meantime, will be concentrated on the 
conversion of five or more aldermen to their 
side. The vote in the council Wednesday 
showed the stanch strength of the high fee 
people to be thirty-two at the most, while 
thirty-six votes will be needed to pass the 
measure. The resignation of Ald. Eidmann, 
which takes effect next week, will reduce 
this total to thirty-one. There are nine alder- 
men some of whom the high license people 
hope to win over. They-are Butler, Siewert. 
Werno, Moynihan, Zimmer, Hunt, O'Connell. 
Kohout, and Uhlir. 


Rule 15 Is No Bugbear. 

There is little danger that rule 15, which 
forbids an alderman to vote on a question in 
which he is direetly interested, again will be 
invoked against the saloon crowd. If once 
enforced there is no telling what perplexities 
the council would be led into, 

“Why, I can disqualify as many on their 
side as they can on ours under that rule.“ de- 
clared Ald. Dailey, leader of the low license 
aldermen. ‘‘ They can disqualify aldermen 
who hold saloon licenses, and then I wil 
show that Ald. Snow and some others are in- 
terested in the liquor business through their 
interest in White City. I guess that will hold 
them. They'd better forget rule 15.”

Traders Will Be Brokers. 


On and after March 1 every man who 
trades on the exchange will bear the dignity 
of a broker in his own right. At present 
many of the most active men in the pits are 
paid salaries by the concerns they represent. 
One argument that had much bearing in the 
“result of the balloting was that the traders. 
whether acting independently or on salary, 
would exercise greater influence on “ outsid- 
ers,“ of whom there has been a dearth in the 
grain markets fora long time, and whose sup- 
port is regarded as essential to booming 
markets. Under existing conditions, argued 
the supporters, the commission houses of 
other cities reaped too small profits in sen4d- 
ing in orders to be executed in grain, and 
consequently» devoted their energies in the 
direction of stocks and cotton, where the 
harvest is more bountiful to them. 

The new rule will make the outside operator 
pay $2.50 for trading in 6,000 bushel lots. 
The nonresident member will pay $6.25, and 
$5 will be exacted from the resident member. 
Brokers on the floor will receive 60 cents 
“each way on a 3.000 bushel trade, or $1 
for the round trip.“ buying and selling. 


Fight Was Waged Hotly. 

In the last few days of the campaign, which 
was Carried on for several weeks, some of the 
most prominent men in the trade locked 
horns in a battle of circulars and letters, 
which they distributed broadcast, not only in 
Chicago but almost everywhere in the 
“choicest "’ speculative sections. The men 
who stood foremost in the Iimelight were 
Benjamin B. Bryan, junior partner of the pri- 
vate wire firm of Logan & Bryan, who sup- 
ported the movement; James A. Patten of the 
firm of Bartlett, Frazier & Carrington, and 
William 8. Warren of the house of Hulburd, 
Warren & Chandler, a former president of the 
exchange, who took the other side. 

During the last few days these men almost 
ignored their interests in the markets fur- 
ther to press their arguments upon the vot- 
ers. Each side expressed supreme confidence 
and ‘even as the balloting neared the close, 
Mr. Patten believed that the proposition 
would be turned down by 200 majority. 


Hill Makes Modest Claim.

TO. TAX PROJECTING SIGNS. 


Compensation of $1 Each Will Be Re- 
quired by the Public Works De- 
partment of the City. 


Chief Clerk Galligan of the compensation 
bureau was instructed by the commissioner 
of public works yesterday to charge $1 com- 
pensation for all signs within the city mits 
which extend over sidewalks. 

This will be an initial charge when the sion 
is placed in position, and not a yearly tax 
as in the other compensation matters. No 
charge is made for signs which are flush to 
the building line and do not extend over the 
sidewalk. 

- Heretofore only electric signs have yielded 
revenue to the city. Commissioner Patter- 
son belfeves there should be some regulation 
of signs in order to prevent their rapid mul- 
tiplication and the subsequent danger to the 


pedestrians.

Morrison may make a formal] motion to take 
the case from the jury on the grounds that 
the packers have failed to “make out a 
case.” . 1 

It this motion is made it is expected that 
a legal battle, greater than any which has 
occurred thus far in the case, will ensue If 
the government is successful in the move 
the case will be decided on the law by Judge 
Humphrey. 


Meeker on Stand Most of Day. 


The case of Armour & Co., the last of those 
to be presented by the packers, was begun in 
the morning session of the hearing. Arthur 
Meeker, the firm's general superintendent. 
was called to the stand shortly before noon 
and his testimony occupied the afternoon 
session, most of the time being given to the 
identification of papers, including requisi- 
tions for information and letters from Com- 
missioner James R. Garfield. 


Meeker Tells of Conversations. 


Mr. Meeker stated that he first heard of 
Commissioner Garfield's presence in Chicago 


for the purpose of investigating the beef in- 


dustry in April, 1904, when he was informed 
by L. C. Krauthoff or J. J. McRoberts over 
the telephone that they had conferred with 
Mr. Garfield.” He consulted Mr. Krauthoff, 
he added, concerning the information that 
should be given and the legal duties of the 
company in complying with the commission- 
er's requests. 

“I met Mr, Garfield at the Chicago club by 
appointment,” he said, and he told me that 
he had come to Chicago to get information for 
his department about the packing business 
and that he desired access to our beoks and 
records. He declared that he had ample 
power to get at them through legal procedure. 
We went to the stockyards and he asked me 
several questions about live stock purchas- 
ing and shipping. ‘We then went thrcugh the 
plant and he looked at all the departments for 
slaughtering, dressing, and preparation for 
shipment,“ 

Did he say what methods he would use 
in the investigation?” asked Attorney Miller. 


Tells of Protection Promise. 


“TI asked if he himself was Foing to do the 
investigating, and he answered that he had 
come to look over the situation, and that his 
assistants were to do the detailed work. I 
told him that 1 thought there were. many 
details which should not be published, for I 
thought publication of them would tnjure us 
in favor of our competitors. He said that 
he had ample authority to proceed, but that. 
while he wanted to be thorough, he would 
try to protect our business. Where a ques- 
tion arose as to whether we should give up 
certain Rn e he said, the matter 
should be referred to him.“ | 


Hartwell Also Takes Stand. 


D. Edwin Hartwell, secretary of Swift &

COST OF RUSSIA’S REVOLUTION. 

Aside from the moral and political questions 
involved, a matter of much Interest connected 
with the recent proletariat strike in Russia 
has been the problem of the cost of the result- 
ant disturbances In terms of money, and upon 
this matter most interesting light has been 
thrown. by the publication in the London 
Statist of the careful estimate made by Prof. 
Migoulin, one of the foremost economists of 
Russia, who places the direct losses from mob 
disorder at $175,000,000. Prof. Migoulin at- 
tributes to the disorders at Baku, the great 
oil producing district of the empire, which 
was devastated by fire, an actual loss of $50,- 
000,000; estates here and there through the 
ravaged country destroyed by the peasantry 
represented $25,000,000 factories, sugar mills, 
and other manufacturing plants in provincial 
districts burned by mobs made up a loss of 
$20,000,000; the incendiary burning of the port 
of Odessa involved a loss of $25,000,000; 
wholesale pillaging of sixty towns and vil- 
lages in the month of October alone led to the 
destruction of $30,000,000 of property, while 
warships, government stores and property, 
and houses destroyed by. cannonade involved 
another $25,000,000, bringing the total from 
these items alone to $175,000,000. 

But, it should be noted, these are the direct 
losses, the first hand destruction brought 
about by the revolutionary forces. In the 
wake of this destruction and the unsettle- 
ment following it there were collateral losses 
which far ovértopped this total. Thus, the 
loss to the railway administration is put at 
$20,000,000 during the first strike in October: 
the loss of wages to workmen and the shut- 
ting off of productive capacity in many di- 
rections amount to at least $100,000,000 more, 
while beyond these matters, but still arising 
from the great strike disturbances, are to be 
set down. some $100,000,000 withdrawn from 
the country by Russians fleeing from their 
unhappy land, the enormous bankruptcies, 
involving: some $50,000,000, and withdrawals 
of as much more by foreign bankers with 
Russlan branches or Russian correspondents. 
The grand total from all these sources. in- 
cluding the direct losses hitherto enumerated, 
run well above 8500,000,000.

Mechbere of the clearing house committee 
have decided to make but a sixty days’ in- 
stead of a ninety days’ trial of their check 
collection charges before taking an account 
of ite working and endeavoring to come to 
an underetanding with the members of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association. The 
charges went into effect Jan. 1. Some of 
the members of the committee express hope- 
fulness that a mutually satisfactory outcome 
may result. The banks say they do not wish 
to make a profit, but feel they are entitled 
to compensation for the cost involved in 
making collections and interest on involiin- 
tary loans. 

The first two months-of making charges 
will expire March 1, and after casting up 
accounts the banka will confer further with 
representatives of the Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. It is belleved there will be offered 
by the banks a modification of the method 
of making the charges, resulting in reduc- 
tions, since it is known in some instances 
the profits on the collections have beem rela- 
tively large. 

The proposition of the manufacturers to 
disrupt the clearing house if their terms are 
not agreed to would, if carried out, leave the 
banke without any meahe of disciplining its 
members or making sound banking compul- 
sory. It may be doubted also whether, if 
the banks had been organized, there would 
have been any saving of the situation such 
as took place when the Walsh banks were 
taken over and untold distress avoided, 


Atlantic Coast Line Stock.
